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NOTICE OF POSSIBLE PTO ERROR IN THE DETERMINATION OF PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT AND REQUEST FOR REVIEW OF CALCULATION 

As required by 65 Fed. Reg. 56387 (September 18, 2000), Applicants notify the 
Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) of a possible error in the patent term adjustment. 
Applicants confirm receipt of the Notice of Determination of Patent Term Adjustment 
dated November 24, 2009. 

The Notice indicates that the PTO has determined that the patent term 
adjustment period for this application is 276 days. Applicants respectfully request that 
the PTO clarify how it arrived at this adjustment period. Based on Applicants' 
calculation, at this point in prosecution of this application, the patent term adjustment 
period should be 195 days. 
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Applicants believe that there should have been a 49 day deduction of patent term 
adjustment for the Request for Continued Examination filed on May 17, 2007, and a 33 
day deduction from the date the Applicant filed the Request for Continued Examination 
on May 17, 2007 to the date that a further Information Disclosure Statement was filed 
on June 19, 2007. Further, Applicants believe that the 58 day deduction of patent term 
adjustment from the October 28, 2008 filing date of a Response to the December 24, 
2008 filing date of an Information Disclosure Statement should be a 57 day deduction. 
Although the Transaction History on PAIR indicates that the Response was filed on 
October 27, 2008, the Response was filed on October 28, 2008, as evidenced by the 
stamped postcard receipt attached hereto.
